A GLANCE OVER THE LITERARY FIELD. 


— 


A July Magazine—The Thackeray Letterg— 
Briefs About Books—News and Notes.

ScrIBNER’s MAGAZINE for July will meet 
sith a warm welcome from all lovers of peri- 
odical literature. Its illustrations continue to 
confine themselves to the point at issue, so to 
—the merely pictorial element giving 
away toa pith and purpose not usually to be 
found in illustrations. If this be too practical 
for some, it may still be said to be a great help 
to readers who find their magazines crammed 
with all manner of pictures. The opening ar- 
ticle, from the pen of Dr. D. A. Sargent, is en- 
titled ‘The Physical Proportions of the Typi- 
cal Man.” In this article the author pub- 
lishes in detail some of the results of 
his long experience as 4&4 teacher 
and student of physical training. It 
is scarcely too much to say that in this particu- 
lar line of investigation he is, perhaps, the 
highest authority. His article contains charts 
for accurate physical measurement and com- 
parison, which he has constructed from the 
measurement of ten thousand individuals, 
ranging from seventeen to thirty years of age. 
The article is illustrated with drawings from 
photographs of articles. The information given 
in Dr. Sargent’s article is worthy the serious 
attention of both parentsand teachers, in or- 
der that physical development may be made 
the basis of mental culture. His experience 
is worthy of consideration, and his experi- 
ments have been.so far advanced as to place 
him at the head of investigators in this class. 
Mr. John C. Roper’s article on ‘Some Ilus- 
trations of Napoleon and his Times,’’ is the 
second and concluding one. Mr. Roper deals 
with the career of the great emperor after the 
peace of Tilsit, and he presents full and sug- 
gestive estimates of the most important of Na- 
poleon’s campaigns. The article is accom- 
panied by reproductions of portraits and 
caricatures trom Mr. Roper’s extensive col- 
lection. 

Under the title of “A Girl’s Life Eighty 
Years Ago,” there are selections from the let- 
ters of Eliza Southgate Bonne. These letters 
are vivacious enough, but the purpose which 
they serve is to give readers of today a glimpse 
of the life that was lived eighty yearsago. The 
selections are accompanied by some appropri- 
ate illustrations. 

The fiction of the number is satisfactory so 
far as quantity is concerned, and strong as to 
quality. It includes Harold Federic’s serial 
story ‘“‘Leth’s Brother’s Wife,’’ which is 
developing into a vigorous story; an amusing 
story of life at a Maine summer resort, eutitled 
“Jemimy Basconi;’’ a dramatic story, “A 
Great Patience,’’ by Edward Irenzwus Steven- 
son; and “‘A Perilous Incognito,”’ by Professor 
H.H. Boyesen. The poetry of the number is 
particularly good, 

But the chief attraction of the magazine, 
now as heretofore,is the Thackeray correspond- 
dence. These letters are full of the lightest, 
the tenderest, and the most charming touches 
imaginable. Thackeray is in Paris: “‘I passed 
the morning yesterday writing the scene of a 
play, so witty and diabolical that I shall be 
curious to know if it is good; and went to the 
pictures again, and afterward to Lagy Castle- 
reagh and other polite persons, finishing the 
afternoon dutifully at home, and with my 
aunts and cousins, whom you would like. At 
dinner at Gudin’s there was a great stupid 
company, and I sat between one of the stu- 
pidest and handsomest women I ever saw in 
my life, and a lady to whom I made three ob- 
servations which she answered oui, monsieur, 


_and non, monsieur, and then commenced a 


conversation over my back with my handsome 
neighber. If this is French manners, says I, 
civility be hanged, andso I ate my dinner; 
and did not say one word more to that woman. 

‘‘Buat there were some pleasant people in spite 

$f her; a painter (portrait) with a leonine 
mane, Mr. Gigoux, that I took agiking to; an 
pid general, jolly and gentlemanlike ; a humor- 
ous prince, agreeable and easy; and a wonder- 
fal old buck, who was my pleasure. The 
party disported themselves until pretty late, 
and we went up into a tower fitted up in the 
Arabian fashion and there smoked, which did 
not diminish the pleasure of the evening. Mrs. 
L., the engineer’s wife, brought me home in 
her brougham, the great engineer sitting bod- 
kin and his wife seolded me amiably, about 
Laura and Pendennis. A handsome woman 
this Mrs. L. must have been when her engi- 
neer married her, but not quite up to her pres- 
ent aggrandized fortune.’’ 

Now he is at Cambridge: “I have had the 
meanness not to take a private room and write 
in consequence in the coffee apartment in a 
great state of disquiet. Young undergraduates 
are eating supper, chattering is going on in- 
cessanily. I wonder whether William is safe 
in the train, or will he come back in two min- 
ates, too late for the. conveyance? Yes, here 
he comes actually—no, it is only the waiter 
with afresh supply of bitter beer for the 
young gents. Well, we brexfested with Mr. 
and Mrs. Maine, and I thought him a most 
kind, gentle and lovable sort of man, so to 
speak, and liked her artlessness and simpli- 
city (Note that this is the same horrid ink of 
last night, which will blot), and then we went 
to fetch walks over the ground, forgotten, and 
yet somehow well remembered. William says 

-he is going to bring you down here, and you 
will like it and be very happy. 

‘“‘Just now William, I was going to write Vill- 
fam, but I knew you wouldn’t like it, says, 
**She is dining at Lady Monteagles,’’ so I said, 
“Let us drink her health,” and we did, in a 
mixture of ale and soda water, very good. 
There was a bag man asleep in the room, and 
we drank your health, and both of us said, 
God bless her,’”’ I think this is the chief part 
ef my transactions during the day. * * * 
I think I said we walked about in haunts once 
familiar. Wewenttothe Union where we 
read the papers, and then drove to the river 
where we saw the young fellows in the boats, 
then amidst the college groves and cetera, and 
peeped into various courts and halls, and were 
mot unamused, but bitterly melancholious, 
though I must say William compli- 
mented me on my healthy appearance, 
and he for his part looked uncommonly well. 

‘‘Then we went to Jenny Lind’s concert, for 
which a gentleman here gave us tickets, and 
at the end of the first act we agreed to come 
away. listruck me as atrociously stupid. I 
was thinking of something else the whole time 
she was jugulating away, and O! I wasso glad to 
get to the end and have a cigar, and I wanted 
to go away with Mr. Williams, for I feel en- 
tirely out of placein this town. This seems 
to me' to be spoken all in a breath, and has 
been written without a full stop. Does it not 
strike you as entirely frantic and queer? Well, 
I wish I were back.

After the fatal 
night of the Literary Fund disaster, when I 
came home to bed (breaking out into exclama-

I recollect I thought it rather shabby 
pay, and twelve days after it appeared in the 
paper, my poor little Wife’s malady showed 
itself. 

‘“‘How queer it is to be carried back all of a 
sudden to that time, and all that belonged to 
it, and read this article over; doesn’t the apolo- 
gy for Fielding read like an apology for some- 
body else too? -God help us, what a deal of 
cares, and pleasures, and struggles, and happi- 
ness I have had since that day in the little 
sunshiny arbor, where, with scarcely any 
money in my pocket, and two little children, 
(Minnie was a baby two months old) I was 
writing this notice about Fielding. Grief, 
Love, Fame, if you like.—I have had no little 
of all since then (I don’t mean to take the 
fame for more than it’s worth, or brag about it 
with any peculiar elatlon).’’

Popular as “Lucille” once was among all the cal- 
low young men and women, and many more beside, 
there are probably but few now who will be inter- 
ested in the announcement that its anthor, Owen 
Meredith, has in press a new volume of poems called 
“After Paradise; or, Legends of Exile.” 

Mr. John James Piatt, our consul at Cork, is about 
to publish in Dublin a volume of poems entitled 
“At the Holy Well, with a Handful of New Verses.”’ 
It is declared that this is, in all probability, the first 
book of poems by an American author which has 


} made its first appearance in Ireland. 


Miss Mabel Robinson, author of “Disenchaut- 
ment,” has ready a new novel which treats of the 
Irish question and the position of affairs in Ireland 
at the present moment. But, like Mr. George 
Moore's ‘Parnell and His Island,” it will probably 
first reach the public through the pages of a French 
review. 

John Burroughs some time ago published an illus- 
trated article in the Century on “English Wild Flow- 
ers."’ In the July number ofthe same magazine he 
will have an article, profusely illustrated, on ‘‘Amer- 
ican Wild Flowers.”’ 

George Bancroft contributes to the July Century a 
short paper on ‘‘An Incident in the Life of John Ad- 
ams.’’ Mr. Bancroft spent an afternoonin the com- 
pany ofthe second president of the United States in 
1818, when Mr. Adams was three or four years young- 
er than Mr. Bancroft is now. 

The July number of the Cosmopolitan, which will 
be the first number published in New York, will be 
enlarged to eighty pages, or about twenty pages 
more than the previous numbers. The new cover 
for the magazine has been designed by Stanford 
White at a cost to the publishers of $600. 

Commenting on Mr. Swinburne’s volume of selec- 
tions from his own poems, recently published in 
London, the Athenseum observes that ‘A poet who 
comes forward with a selection of his favorite effu- 
sions among his own poems is in the position of a 
beauty who blushingly indicates to her admirer 
what she considers to be her own crowning 
charms.”’ 3 

Sometime during the summer Ginn & Co., will 
publish a thoroughly revised edition of Siever’s 
“Grammar of Old English,’ translated and edited 
by Prefessor Cook, of the University of California. 
This edition is intended to embody the latest con- 
clusions of the best authorities and to bring the 
whole subject really up to date. 

The “Encyclopedia Britannica” will he easily 
eempleted, notwithstanding the death of its accom- 
plished ediior. Only two days before that sudden 
event Professor Baynes remarked to an intimate 
friend that he had made complete arrangements, 
both as to subjects and writers, to the last word of 
the “Encyclopedia,’’ and that down to the letter 8 
was now in print, and on the eve of publication. 

The picturesque story which Madame Jeanne Dieu- 
lafoy tells in the last number of Harper’s is so mod- 
estly narrated that the reader hardly realizes the 
large share which she personally had in the discoy- 
erics on the site of the royal city of Darius. The 
French government, however, has recognized it, for 
it has recently decorated her with the cross of the 
Legion of Honor. 

That somewhat popular English story writer, Mr. 
William Westall, whose power lies mainly in the in- 
vention of stirring incidents and moving plots, has 
just written a uew tale, called ‘‘A Queer Race,” 
which Cassell & Co. will publish. Mr. Westall’s 
repntation is chiefly dependent on that curious 
story of South American life called “The Phantom 
City.”’ 

The publication recently, in Paris, of a biographi- 
cal dictionary of the characters in Balzac has called 
attention to the fact that, in his preface to “Une 
Filie d’ Eve,” written nearly fifty years ago, Balzac 
records that his publisher has predicted that a time 
will come when some one will issue a biographical 
index to the “Comedie Humaine’ to guide the 
reader through that immense labyrinth. 

Professor Atwater, of the Wesleyan University, 
will publish his third paper in The Century for July, 
on the “Chemistry and Economy of Food.” His 
new article is entitled, “The Potential Energy of 
Food.” Professor Atwater says: “The use of oily 
and fatty foods in arctic regions is explained by the 
great potential energy of fat,a pound of whichis 
equal to over two pounds of protein or starch.” 


The new edition de luxe of Thackeray’s works 
which the Worthington company are preparing to 
publish, will be complete in twenty volumes at 
$3.50a volume. The size will be that of the large 
paper edition of Longfellow’s works, and the fifteen 
hundred illustrations—by Thackeray, Doyle, Cruik- 
shank and others—will be printed on fine Japanese 
paper and mounted in the text. There will be only 
250 copies, each of which will be numbered and 
registered. The first volumes will be issued in July. 


The publication of the works left in manuscript 
by Victor Hugo is slowly being carried on in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of his will. The latest 
volume which has appeared in Paris is entitled 
“Choses Vues.’’ It seems to be maininly the nature of 
special reporting of notable events, describing as it 
does the funerals of Napoleon and M’lle. Mars, and 
the death of Balzac. Besides these there are also 
personal articles on Thiers, Rochefort, Beranger, 
Talleyrand and Lord Normandy. 

3enjamin & Bell are about to publish from Eng- 
lish sheets the fourth edition of Alexandér Ireland’s 
‘Book Lovers’ Enchiridion,” a book already well 
known in this country. This edition has been care- 
fully revised, and contains some new matter, in ad- 
dition to the new matter in the third edition, which 
was not published in this country. The same firm 
announce a volume of ‘‘Society Verse by American 
Writers,’’ which comprises about 80 selections from 
the writings of Bunner, Aldrich, Helen Gray Cone, 
and others, as well as lines which will. appear here 
for the first time. The volume will be printed by 
the DeVinue Press. 

Sidney Colvin’s ‘Keats’ is the latest volume of 
the English Men of Letters Series, and will be pub- 
lished on this side of the Atlantic by the Harpers in 
a few days. The Athenzeum understands that the 
work “has been written in considerable measure 
from manuscript materials and will contain, in ad- 
dition toa number of minor facts{relating*to the poet 
and to his family, the correction in one ortwo im- 
portant points of the received accounts as to the or- 
der and date of composition of his poems.” It adds 
that the volume differs from its predecessors in the 
same series inasmuch as it contains an appendix in 
which doubtful points are discussed, and pieces 
justificatives printed in full. 

The Clarendon Press edition of Boswell’s ‘Life of 
Johuson,’’ which has been prepared by Dr, Kirk- 
beck Hill, of Pembroke college, Dr. Johnson’s own 
college, has already awakened keen interest and 
numerous encomiums in England, Dr, Hill has 
been engaged upon it for many years and the ex- 
pectations appear to have been realized fully. The 
Daily News describes it as “beautifully printed; 
bound in excellent taste, annotated. with almost 
exhaustive knowledge,and with exemplary accu- 
racy,’ and ‘‘a Boswell which a man can recommend 
toa friend.” Copies of the work may be looked for 
here soon. The American agents of the Clarendon 
Press are Macmillan & Co, : 

Says the Critic: ‘‘Subscribers to John Payne’s 
translation of ‘The Arabian Nights’ will be glad to 
know that their subscriptions can now be filled. It 
may be remembered that a little over a year ago, 
just after two of the promised nine yolumes had 
heen published by R. Worthington, Anthony Com- 
stock made a raid upon the books and the publication 
was stopped.

Scott, in his Seottish novels only, and 
of these only the cheerful ones, with ‘‘The Heart of 
Midiothian,”’ but not “The Bride of Lammermoor,” 
nor ‘““The Legend of Montrose,’’ nor “The Pirate.” 
Here is a right list: ‘‘Waverley,” “Guy Mannering,”’ 
“The Antiquary,” “Rob Roy,” “Old Mortality,” 
“The Monastery,” “The Abbot,’ “Red Gauntlet,’ 
“The Heart of Midlothian.” Get any of them you 
can, in the old large print edition, when you have 
a chance, and study every sentence in them, They 
are models of every virtue in their order of litera- 
ture, and exhaustive codes of Christian wisdom and 
ethics. I have written this note with care. I should 
be glad that you send a copy of it to any paper read 
ge nerally by the students of the University of Edin-

Hints for Young Writers. 


A New York correspondent has the follow- 
ing account of an interview with a well-kuown ed- 
itor: : 

The editor of Harper's Magazine, Mr. William M. 
Alden, is as busy aman as you can find in town. 
His desk is always heaped with manuscripts of all 
kinds, from all sorts of people, on all sorts of sub- 
jects,and they come from all parts of the universe. 
The first impression one gets as he looks at Mr. 
Alden’s desk is thatone of Uncle Sam’s mail sacks 
have been emptied uponit. This is far from true, 
because the letters piled there have been very care- 
fully read by another person, whose duty it is to sift 
the wheat from the chaff and to decide whether the 
articles he reads are meritorious. If he thinks so he 
outlines the plot in a few lines on a little slip of pa- 
per, pins it to the articleand sends it to Mr. Alden, 
who is final arbiter. and who decides whether any 
ofthe articles shall be used. A good deal depends 
upon availability. Avery good article may be too 
long or too short, or may haye been recently 
touched upon, or else contaiu some idea that the 
editor does not approve. But let Mr. Alden speak 
for himself. 

‘What chance is there for a young writer in 
New. York nowadays?” I ask. 

‘‘A fair chance, I think,” he replies. 

**‘What I mean is, suppose a young man or woman 
should come to town with no other capital thana 
supposed talent for writing, what sort of headway 
cou d they make and what are their chances of suc- 
cess?’ 

“The chances are greatly against them making 
money. My long experience as a magazine editor 
has given me abundant opportunity to study the 
subject; therefore, I can speak from experience and 
not conjeciure. Take a young man fresh from col- 
lege, a student of literature, who has given evidence 
of fine talents during his course of study, and he 
will be least likely to succeed as a magazine or news- 
paver writer. The reason is obvious. His mind 
1as been dwelling in the past, his attention has 
been absorbed in text books while the fleeting 
events of the passing day remain unheeded. Set 
him down to pen an arttcie and he will in all prob- 
ability write an elaborate and learned disquisition 
on some subject which has no timely or 
public interest. The magazine idea, as 
embodied in  MHarper’s Monthly and _ the 
Century, has much of a newspaper character. 
What we want is something novel and interesting, 
some exclusive information of importance, some 
stirring description of contemporaneous character. 
It is the matter we desire, not the style, although 
good writing is also an essential element in maga- 
zine articles. You can see, therefore, the difficul- 
ties in the way of newcomers. In the first place, it 
is not an easy matter to hit upon an acceptable sub- 
ject, and in the second place, two-thirds of the ar- 
ticles that appear each month in the leading peri- 
odicals have origlnated in the editorial rooms and 
been assigned to writers of established reputation 
to be worked up. About the average number of 
articles to one issue of a magazine like Harper’s is 
fourteen, Take the hundreds sent in for each num- 
ber, and you can judge for yourself how limited the 
chances of success are.”’ 

‘What kind of literature is most likely to meet 
acceptance ?”’ 

“Short stories and poems. Women are far more 
successful in writing these than men. They are 
better equipped to meet the demands of the age. 
Most stories sent to the magazines by men embody 
some attempt ata plot. Now, almost every con- 
ceivable plot has been invented, and it is almost a 
miracle when anything strikingly original comes to 
us. Women, on the other heat are more apt to em- 
ploy situations which admit of a portrayal of subtle 
shades of feeling. These are the succossful story 
writers of the present day. In poems the same 
holds good. Men write poems of description and 
action, women!of passion and feeling.”’ 

“Can you mention a few men who have made 
their way to reputation through the medium of the 
magazine?’ 

‘*Yes, there is Robert Burns Wilson, the poet. He 
has never publishet a volume of verse, to my 
knowledge, yet his reputation stands high. Then 
there is Joel Chandler Harris, who first made a hit 
by periodical literature. George W. Cable owes 
much to the magazines, and so does Tom Paige. I 
could mention a number of others, such as W. H. 
Bishop, but their number is small compared with 
the number of women who have succeeded.’’ 

, ‘How are articles and stories paid for by periodi- 
cals? 

‘“‘Well, the best of them have an established rate, 
_ mevetingg $10 per one thousand words. Of 
course this is not an inflexible rule. Some espe- 
cially good articles are paid special prices. For 
example, we have paid as high as $1,000 for 
a five page poem. Stories generally run from 
$100 to $250, The prices fluctuate a great deal. Much 
depends upon the reputation of the author, A man 
like Bret Harte, or a woman like Constance Fenni- 
more Woolton can make demands which others 
could not. Generally speaking, young writers have 
a poor chance to make a liying from the magazines, 
Some prefer to try a book, but publishers are chary, 
and the international copyright is siill a thing of 
the future. Young writers, however, should consider 
this, very few of the successful literary men ofthe 
day achieved a reputation until late in life. If they 
have talent, let that give them confidence that they 
will sooner or later gain the reputation they so 
much covet.”

The Way to Break Up the Solid South is by 
Kindness and Not Abuse—The Queen’s 
Jubilee and Other Topics.

Weil, they are certainly the strangest people 
in the world—those yankees I mean—those 
northern brethren of ours. Was there ever 
such a conglomeration, such a cross, envious, 


hateful-good natured, magnanimous brotherly 
mixture. Listen at Sherman and listen at 
Hoar. Listen at Sherman down south and 
Sherman up north. Hear Fairchild with his 
hyena scream about the southern flags and 
then see the generous banquet that Boston 
prepared for the R. E. Lee post of ex-confeder- 
ates. See Mr. Cleveland and his adjutant- 
general trying to be kind and forgiving to the 
south by returning the trophies of the conquer- 
ors and then hear the devilish yell of our ene- 
mies. What a world of comfort there is in the 
noble words of Senator Hoar when he said: 

We, too, have learned to know, as we never knew 
before, the quality of «the noble southern stock. 
What courage in war; what attachment to home 
and state; what capacity for great affection and 
generous emotion; what aptness for command; 
above all, what constancy—that virtue beyond all 
virtues, without which no people can long be either 
great or free.

The Large Warehouses Burned 
in Louisville. 


LOSS OVER HALF A MILLION DOLLARS. 


The Fire Undoubtedly the Work of an Incen- 
diary—A Large Biaze In Jacksonvilie, 
Fla.—The Flames Elsewhere. 


Lovisvitue, Ky., June 25.—The most de- 
structive fire that has occurred here in years 
broke ont in the tobacco quarter at 1:85 o’clock 
this morning. The entire square between 
Main and Market and Ninth and Tenth streets 
was a scene of fire and two acres of buildings 
with their contents were lost. The loss is es- 
timated at fully half a million and the insur- 
guce cannot be obtained for weeks yet. Papers 

the various firms are in safes in the debris. 

hese will have to be recovered and the five 
thousand hogsheads of tobacco destroyed 
checked up before accurate figures are known. 
The box from which the alarm was turned in 
was defective and as a result the flames were 
almost beyond control when the engines ar- 
rived. ‘The fire was incendiary, it is thought. 
It broke out in the middle of the block, 
at the rear end of the Market street, side of 
the Boone warehouse. There were 
no lights or fire of any kind feom which the 
flames could have started. The flames spread 
with fearful rapidity. The Banner tobacco 
warehouse and Sawyer, Wallace & Co.’s ware- 
house, both fronting on Main street, were 
quickly enveloped in flames. The three ware- 
howes mentioned occupy nearly the whole 
square and all were closely packed with hogs- 
h of tobacco. Sawyer, Wallace & Co.'s 
house is a branch of the big New York firm. 
The tiremen could do very little. The heat 
was iuitense and ihe inflammable material was 
entirely tco far beyond centrol, and all that 
could be done was to save adjacent residences 
and business blocks. No lives were lost, 
though several narrow escapes were had. 
Sawyer, Wallace & Co.’s warehouse, No. 69 
Main sireet, was owned by Henry Glo- 
yin. It was a solidly built 
brick building, an immense _ structure, 
and was valued at $20,000; partially insured. 
There were $2,400 hogsheads of tobacco, worth 
from $ ‘20,000 to $225,000. Allof the tobacco 
was destroyed. Thesteck was well insured. 

The Boone warehonse was owned by Thomas 
fi. Giover, and valued at about $15,000. It 
contained about 1,000 hogsheads of tobacco, 

i of which was consumed. It was worth from 

120,000 to $215,000; partially insured on both 
buildings and tobaceo, 

The Banner warehouse was owned by B. M. 
Parrish & Co., valued at about $7,000, and b«- 
longed to an undivided estate. It contained 
about 500 hogsheads of tobacco, valued at 
from $40,000 to $45,000. It is thought that the 
litigation that will be brought about by the fire 
will be something astounding. Lorrillard & 
Co, and Lizgett & Meyer, large tobacco firms 
of New York and St. Louis, as well as others, 
boughi a large lot of tobacco in this market 
yesterday, and it is said that they will claim 
that the sale was not consummated, basing 
their claim upon some technicality. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 25.--Fire broke 
outlast night at eleven o'clock, totally destroy- 
ing a large brick block, corner of Bay and Clay 
streets, occupied by Clark & Loftus, furniture ; 
Watson & Co., drugs, and Sable brothers, 
leather. The loss on the building and stock is 
fifty thousand dollars. The insurance is about 
thirty thousand dollars. It is supposed that 
three men who were in the building trying to 
save goods when the walls crashed in were 
killed. Their names are unknown. Six 
others were hurt from the same cause. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, June 25.—A special to 
the Oregonian from Dayton, W. T., says a fire 
there yesterday destroyed property to«the 
amount of $115,000; insurance $60,000.

FIGHTING THE SMUGGLERS. 


A Regular Battle Going Gn—Several Persons 
Killed. 

Gatveston, Tex., June 25.—A dispatch 
from Eagle Pass to the News says that intelli- 
gence was received there at a late hour last 
hight that a sanguinary conflict was in progress 
between the river guard and smugglers at a 
point fifteen miles below Piedras Negras, in 
Mextco. The conflict is stillin progress. <A 
scouting party of river guards and policeinen, 
numbering twenty-five, surprised a band ot 
about twenty smugglers, well armed, with a 
cayalezde of twenty pack mules. The smug- 
glers at once showed fight,and at the first 
volley two guards fell dead and four had their 
horses killed under them. 

The guards then fell back and dispatched a 
courier to Piedras Negras for reinforcements. 
In the meantime the smugglers fell back to- 
ward the Rio Grande with the evident purpose 
of crossing the river to the American side, 
from which they were distant about eight 
miles, the smugglers in their retreat keeping 
up a desultory skirmish with the reinforced 
guards, who are pressing them in the rear. 
When it became apparent that the design of 
the conirabandists was to seek refuge on Amer- 
Yean soil, the Mexican authorities notified Col- 
lector Throkold, who immediately dispatched 
apossc of mounted inspectors from this cit 
to intercept them. A brisk fight is expected, 
\ The Mexican guard arrived in Piedras 
Negras late this eyening from the scene of ac- 
tion, and reports the fight still in progress, and 
one cr more guards were killed. The loss of 
the smugglers is not known.

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


A Uniform System of Examination Asked 
For. 


_WaAsHINGTON, June 25.—Secretaries of local 
civil service boards at several of the large 
cities were called here to confer with the civil 
service Commission with a view to establishing 
a uniform system of examination throughout 
the country, and to exchange views upon 
questions affecting the civil service system, 
concluded their services this afternoon. One 
of the most important questions discussed 
was that of amending the present rules so as 
to provide forthe examination and the mark- 
ing of papers of applicants for positions any- 
where in_ the customs or postal service by the 
wesent board of examination, located in 
Vashington, and enlarged by the permanent 
detail of one or more efficient officers from 
each of several of the more important local 
oifices in the country. It is claimed that by 
this system of examining papers uniformity in 
marking and greater promptness would be se- 
cured, and that it would relieve the system of 
all suspicion, even of favoritism, as applicants 
would be known here only by number, the 
name inno instance being permitted to ac- 
company the papers. It is also said that in 
view of their duties, the time and disposal of 
the present examining board for the purpose of 
passing and marking examination papers is 
entirely inadequate. 

They also favored the discontinuance of the 
forty-five-year limitation, as to age of clerks 
in general, except in{special cases, and also to 
raise the minimum Limitation of age of letter 
carriers from sixtecn to twenty-one. These 
views, it is said, are shared in by the civil 
service commission, who wili s90n_ place 
the matter before the president for his ap- 
proval. 

The Star tonight says: 

Nothing authoritative can be learned about the 
recent.examinatious for promotion in the quarter- 
master general’s Office, under the new civil service 
rules, but there is a well founded report afloat which 
receives credence in department circles that out of 
thirty-eight clerks examined but ten passed the 
examinations successfully, It is said that correct 
answers to many of the questions asked 
would in no way show the efticiency 
of clerks, and that these yery questions, which 
would be easy enough for a youn man or woman 
fresh from feéchool, were the greatest stumbling 
blocks to the oldest clerks, who had been promoted 
for efficiency, because they had given their atten- 
tion for many years to official duties, and not to 
school studies. Itis said that one man employed in 
the disbursing clerk’s office made no attempt 
to answer mathématiceal questions asked, 
and yet he Was always regarded 
asacompcient clerk and kept his accounts cor- 
rectly. Itis claime« that a majority of compctitors 
were so flurried by the realization of the danger of 
failure that they could not do justice to themselves, 
Ladies,-in particular, were at a disadvantage. 
Those who had familics dependent upon their 
carnings for support’ were so overcome with 
fear and nervousness at the danger of 
being thrown out of employment that they were 
made sick and in one or two instances, fainted and 
had to be carricd home. The clerks begin to feel 
that there is no doubt that promotion examinations 
will afford ample opportunity for the discharge of 
all employes whose services are to be dispensed 
with at the end of the fiseal year, in accordance with 
the law. Indeed,it issaidthat thé civil service 
commission will soon be called upon to designate 
scholarly but inexperienced persons to fill the places 
of tried and efficient clerks who are somewhat rusty 
in arithmetic and geography. 


WASHINGTON PARAGRAPHS. 
Return of Mrs. Cleveland--Investigating the 
Key West Fever. 

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Colonel Lamont and 
Mrs. Cleveland arrived in Washington at 9:50 
o'clock this morning.

They congratulate 
the country that the fiags are to remain in the 
keeping of the national authorities, and pro- 
nounce them holy relics, which should not be 
burned nor given away, but preserved, that 
they may remind future generations of the 
awiul sacrifices of the civil war, and inspire 
them with devotion to the union.

SENTENCE OF THE LEIPSIC PRISONERS. 


A German Officer Dismissed From the Army 
for Not Challenging an Opponent—A 
Letter From Queen Victoria.

Berwin, June 25.—Prisoners, Koechlin and 7 


Bleck, who were recently convicted of treason, 
in belonging to the French Patriotic League, 
were today transferred from Leipsic to Madge- 
burg fortress, and their associates, Scifferman 
and Trapp, to Gratz, where they will remain 


until their periods of detention expire. The 


government has heard nothing of the alleged 
application of France for their release, or com- 


mutation of their sentence, and ne approach © 


at negotiations concerning them has been 
made in any form. If the French 
government had taken such an unwise 
step as toask a remission of their sentences - 
Bismarck would certainly have ignored the 
application. The opinion throughout Ger- 
many is that the prisoners have been lenient] 
treated and may yet have their sentences - 
ified, but their only chance of obtaining a com- 
mutation isin the cessation of the Patriotic 
League agitation and in their making a direct 
appeal for mercy tothe emperor. The tone of 
the French press in demanding the release of 
Koechlin on the ground that he isa French 
citizen and officer and was authorized by the 
German government to reside in Alsace- 
Lorraine, together with threats of retaliation 
on German subjectsin France tends to the 
inciting and increase of severities against 
French malcontents in Alasce-Lorraine. 

The position of Germans in France has be- 
come, under social persecution, barely toler- 
able. They would be hunted out of the coun- 
try altogether but for the protection guaran- 
teed them under the Frankfort treaty, which 
debars the French government from placing @ 

rohibitive impost upon German residents in 

rance. Measuresfor the repression of the 
Freuch element in Alsace-Lorraine has been 
forced upon the Berlin government, which, 
however, has never gone the length of pre- 
venting French citizens from trading with 
French residents in Reichsland. French 
manufacturers and traders, so long as they are 
not associated with political conspirators, are 
treated there on the same footing with Ger- 
mans. 

In France, German traders are now being 
stamped out. Thelaiest anti-German project, 
to which the attention of Berlin officials has 
been directed, is a proposal before the cham- 
ber of deputies aioe foreigners resident in 
France, who may be. members of an associa- 
tion hostile to French interests, liable to fine, 
imprisonment and expulsion. The proposal is 
capable of such elastic interpretation as to 
cover all Germans sojourning in France. The 
measure, if supported by the government, will 
be assumed _ here to be directly hostile to Ger- 
many, and will lead to. an energetic remoi- 
strance as a breach of the Frankfort treaty. 

The official Gazette for Reichstand, 
in contradicting French fables about the sup- 
pression of foreign traders and French manu- 
facturers in <Aisace-Lorraine, defines clearly 


what the German government aims to accom- 


plish. It declares that the government’s desire 
is to onlv foster all commercial activities, and to 
take such measures as may be necessary to main 
tain the public peace and weaken influences 
tending to replace the reunion’ of Alsace-Lor- 
raine with Germany. This statement is in har- 
mony with what is happening in Alsace-Lor- 
raine. Officials there strictly observe the rule of 
non-interference, even in the case of notorious 
French malcontents, unless acts in defiance of 
law are openly committed. French business 
agents are swarming in Reichstand, and have 
the utmost license to drive their trade, al- 
though suspected of oftenabusing their facili- 
ties. 

The social sensation of the week has been 
the verdict of the officers of the court of honor 
in the case of Major Hinze, accused of omit- 
ting to challenge to duel his political opponent 
in the reichstag election who, during the cam- 

aign, aspersed his honor as an officer. Major 

inze was retired from the army on a pension 
and wears two orders won on the field of battle. 
He was a pregressist deputy in the late reich- 
stag. He opposed the septennate and favored 
the short service system, He became intense- 
ly unpopular among his former brother officers 
who denounced him during the electoral strug- 
gle as unfit to bear an army title or wear or- 
ders. He prosecuted his slanderer in a court 
of law, and obtained a successful verdict, 
whereupon staff officers of the 
guard's corps appointed a court 
of honor, whose decree deprives Hinge 
of the right to the title of major andto wear 
the uniform ofthe army, The emperor has 
confirmed the degradation of Hinze, although 
there is a clause in the criminal code applying 
equally to soldiers and civilians, which forbids 
challenging to duel under penalty of six 
months’ imprisonment. This decision puts the 
stamp of the highest authority on duelling as 
a laudable custom preyadling over the law for- 
biddingit. 

The emperor has completely recovered. Yes- 
terday he resumed his custom of fappearing at 
a wiudow to return the greetings ofj the multi- 
tude that daily gathers in front of the palace.

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-USURY ON LAND LOANS. 


Important Decision by Judge 
Emory Speer 


aGAINST THE MORTGAGE COMPANY. 


Its Probable Effect on Similar Cases--The 
Burial of Bud Mitchell—Class Exer- 
cises by Mercer University. 


Macon, Ga., June 25.—[Special.J—In the 
United States circuit court, today, in the case 
of J. K. O. Sherwood against Rebecca Roun- 
tree, Judge Speer rendered a decision in his 
charge to the jury which is regarded by lead- 
ing members of the bar as one of the most 
far-reaching and important irits consequences 
which has been made in this circuit for years. 
The pendency of an immense number of suits 

inst land owners in Georgia in which the 
principle decided is applicable, gives it this 
importance. 

The testimony in the case was that the 

agents of the money-lenders deducted twenty 
per cent by way of commissions, and counsel in 
argument stated that in all the borrower had 
paid forty-three per cent interest. This, of 
course, under the Georgia law, would be 
usurious, and the usury would render void any 
deed or mortgage made to secure sucha debt, 
provided that the truelender of the money had 
notice of the usury. 
f It was in evidence that Sherwood, through 
the Corbin Banking company, of New York, 
had made many of these loans, and Judge 
Speer charged the jury that if from the nature 
of the transaction; the great number of the 
loans of this character made where the deccs 
and mortgages were executed to the plaintiff 
in this case; the continuous nature of the trans- 
actions and importance of the amounts involy- 
ed, it was reasonable to be inferred that 
a man of ordinary prudence in his busi- 
mess transactions aoabe understand and know 
it, in the absence of proof to the contrary, and 
that presumption not rebutted by proof would 
charge him with all the consequences of the 
usurious contract of his agents; and that if 
this be true, tlfe plaintiff can only recover the 
legal rate of interest. 

The most widespread-effect of the decision 
will be that such usury would render void the 
deeds and mortgages executed to these usuri- 
ous loans. 

Mr. A. C. Riley, of Fort Valley, most: ably 
defended the case for the defense, and deserves 
snuch credit for his victory.

Brought Home From Columbus—The Fu-

His body was half buried in the earth, and 
his head was crushed in such a way that death 
must have been instantaneous. It took the 
hands three or four hours to get the body out 
from under the car, and when it was recovered 
it was taken down to Columbus and prepared 
for burial.

THE BATTLE FOR THE FLACS. 


Where the Men Now Fighting to Hold the Confederate Flags 
Were Stationed When Those Flags Were Captured.

Now that the people of the country are dis- 
cussing the propriety of sending back to the con- 
federate states the flags captured by federal soldiery 
during the late unhappy civil war, it seems eminent- 
ly proper that the public should know just where 
the military heroes who are so loudly averse to 
restorin, hose flags were located, while the battles 
for those tiags were goingon. These military heroes 
are Colonel Joseph Medill of the Chicago Tribune, 
Colone! William Penn Nixon of the Chicago Inter- 
Mcean, Colonel Murat Halstead.and Deacon Richard 
Smith of the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, Col- 
one! Edwin Cowles of the Cleveland Leader, Mr. 
Whitelaw Reid of the New York Tribune, Colonel 
John ©. New of the Indianapolis Journal, ex-Colonel 
Clapp of the Boston Journal, Major J. KR McCullagh 
ofthe ={. Lous GloBe-Democrat, and Colonel C. 
Emory S:ith of the Philadelphia Press, 

Ata good deal of expense and trouble we have 
prepared a war map which isto be relied upon as 
showing where each of these marshal prodigies 
lived ani moved and had his being during the 
bloody struggle for the rebel flags.. The dark or 
lower part of this map represents that part of our 
rennited country which wasat that time given 
overto war, bloodshed and rapine. It was within 
the territory represented by this space that most of 
the rebei lags were captured by the boys in blue, 
and it follows, therefore, that in this territory also 
the severest battles were waged. The upper part of 
the map is bright and clear, for no warever dese- 
crated that part of our land represented by this part 
ofour map. It wasinthis comparatively peaceful 
and quiet section of the country that you might 
then have found the military heroes who are now 
mouthing against the return of the rebel flags. 

Spot 1 represents Chicago, the locality where Col- 
one! Joe Medill iay entrenched during the entire 
period of the civil war. From this stronghold he 
belched forth anathemas against Abraham Lin- 
coln—anathemas surpassing in violence those even 
which he hurled at James G. Blaine in 1876. Col- 
onel Medill did no fighting; the nearest approach 
he ever made to a battle was when in his early and 
lusty manhood he trained fora prize-fight, which 
the Canadian police nipped in the bud. 

Colone! Murat Halstead spent the war period in 
Cincinnati, the spot numbered 3. It was here that 
he lay in ambush for Genera! Grant, whom he de- 
nounced as “‘a drunken butcher.’’ He fired letters 
at Salmon P. Chase, and that was all the firing he 

eacon Richard Smith also stuck close to spot 
8 during the war period. 

Although Colonel William Penn Nixon is now 
identified with spoti1, he was, during the war, a 
fixture at spot10,a classic locality now known to 
railroad circles as a whistling station to society at 
large as Tiflin, Ohio. As we are informed, the 
colonel kepta general produce and merchandise 
store during that unhappy period of our nation’s 
history; he was a member of the _ ‘Tiffin 
Vesuvius hook and ladder company, 


ce. sew = 
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and it was in his capacity of gen- 
eral director of the fourth of July celebration at 
Tiffin in 1864that he laid the foundation of that 
grand superstructure of patriotism which is now 
the bulwark, so to speak, of the Inter-Ocean’s sub- 
scription list. 

Another Ohio military hero was Mr. Whitelaw 
Reid, at present editing a war journal at spot 5. In 
those days, however, Whitelaw taught school at 
spot 9, and in summer he laid up against rainy days 
by doing odd jobs in harvest fields—also at spot 9 
orthereabouts. Whitelaw never helped thrash a 
gray coat, yet in bucolic Ohio the legends have it 
that none ever conducted a thrashing machine 
with greater valor (not to say rasfiss) than he. 

Major J. B. McCullagh now lives and edits a mam- 
moth and ferocious war bulletin at spot 14, but 
while the civil war was going on he made his home 
at spot 3 with Colonel Halstead and Deacon Smith 
and other bloodthirsty leaders of the home guard. 
At the same time Colonel Edwin Cowles inbrued 
with and conducted awful canages against the pope 
of Rome—and that was all the fighting he ever did. 

Colonel John C. New lived at spot 2 then, and he 
has lived there ever since.. As for Colonel C. Emory 
Smith, who is doing yeoman service towafd the re- 
tention of those rebel flags now, he lived at spot 11 
during the war and didn’t move to spot 7 (his pres- 
ent storm center) until about eighteen years after 
peace had been declared. He never did any fight- 
ing, but they do say that, while the rebel flags were 
being captured on rebel battle fields, the heroic 
Smith was getting up the best reports of the New 
York legislature doings ever printed in an Albany 
paper. 

Approaching the north by east corner of our map 
we ffud spot 6 where a scarred veteran is whooping 
up the ‘‘Battle Hymn of the Republic” on that pa- 
triotic old barrel organ, the Boston Journal. But 
this scarred yeteran never saw a battle and never 
snielled powder. He stuck to spot 6 during the en 
tire period of the war, excepting the few weeks 
each summer when he took his vacation in the 
whortleberry district near Ipswich. 

Away up at spot 12, about two hundred miles to 
the windward of Mocsehead lake, lives James G. 
Blaine, and there he lived during the civil war; and 
there, too, liyed Substitute Bradford. These two 
martial heroes, whose names are iudissolubly 
linked, had fresh water tothe north of them and 
salt water to the south of them, and there were 
anchors all around them; but not a day’s fighting 
did either of them do, although at one time it did 
look as if Blaine meant to whip the confederacy all 
over again in the state courts of Indiana. It seems 
that he lived some time before the war at spot 13, a 
secluded locality in Kentucky. 

Now, having seen by this instructive map just 
how near tothe rebel flags these doughy warriors 
were while the fighting was going on, the public 
will be able to determine pretty accurately how 
much weight to attach to the battle-flag arguments 
of these doughty warriors at this time.

Coffee tumbled, wheat ‘“‘busied” and Sstocks fol- 
lowed by getting badly rattled. One followed the 
other as naturally as water runs down hill. In spec- 
ulations of eyery character the great majority of 
them are done on the margin plan. Thatis, the 
speculator buys as much of the property in which he 
desires to make a turn as he can payal0 or 20 per 
cent margin on and procures a loan from some friend, 
bank or banker with which to pay the balance, leaY- 
ing the property as security for the loan. As long 
as the market is steady, advancing or without vio- 
lent fluctuation, his lot is not an unhappy one, but 
when there are extensive deals going on in different 
commodities—as for example, the recent coffee and 
wheat corners —the collapse of one is likely to 
be followed by a like result to others. This comes 
naturally from the timidity of men interested as 
well as from the effect of loans being called for pay- 
ment or a demand for more margins. A noticeable 
feature about the decline in stocks on Friday was 
that the only properties affected to any serious ex- 
tent were those known as the “fancies,” or stocks 
which have very little intrinsic worth. Dividend- 
paying stocks of old substantial roads did not feel 
the slump at all, and in times of emergency are al- 
ways sought for by investors as a safe place to lodge 
ready money until the flurry is over. As to specula- 
tions, we think we may truthfully say that there is 
no city in the world of like importance where 
interest in speculations is smaller than in 
Atlanta. This is true becausc our population is com- 
posed of careful, conservative men who have no 
time to devote to watching Wall street bulletins, 
They come largely from an agricultural ancestry, 
inherit a methodical manner of doing things and 
therefore are not easily drawninto wild yentures 
where the chance for quick gain may be seductive, 
but where the risk of serious loss is positively great- 
er. Today the hours for trading on the New York 
stock board are limitedand business correspond- 
ingly small, but the tone steady to strong and next 
week a rapid reaction will probably be seen. Money 
in the important centers is close and will no doubt 
interfere, more or less, with any large movement in 
speculative securities; but the Ist of July, when ex- 
tensive disbursements on account of interest and 
dividends will be made, is near as hand, and imme- 
diately thereafter money will be in ample supply, 
we have no doubt. If this opinion should not prove 
correct thereisa greatsurplus of idle money in 
London, interest rates there now ruling aslow esi 
to2per cent perannum; and if there isa prcba- 
bility of the present rates for money in New York 
continuing for any considerable time we will see a 
great inflow of English money this way for tempo- 
rary or permanent investment, and relief will come 
in that way. Locally money isin good supply for 
legitimate enterprises, and there is mothing now ap- 
parent pointing to excessive stringency at home. 

In securities of a local character, very little is do- 
ing, nor is there any news'df importance to relate in 
this line, Georgia railroad stock is a trifle heavy; 
Central firm but inactive; West Point in some de- 
mand, and Southwestern barely firm. - Investment 
bonds sell readily, but none of consequence offering.

GOVERNOR GORDON YESTERDAY issued an 
order pardoning Ella Langston, of Muscogee 
county, a colored convict convicted at the May 
term of Muscogee superior court, and sentenced 
to six months in the chaingang, for the offense 
of larceny. It wasshown the executiwe that 
the woman had heart disease, and the county 
physician made affidavit that she would not 
live long if kept in the chaingang. The peti- 
tion for pardon was signed by the sheriff, 
ordinary, judge of the superior court; and by 
Louis F. Garrard, and was indorsed by the 

residing judge. The superintendent. of 
acroges county chaingang was ordered to 
release the woman. 

Ir Witt BE REMEMBERED that some days 
ago, a letter was published from the wife of 
one Lester Blount, a colored convict from Scre- 
yen county, asking for his pardon on the 
ground of his extreme age and the trifling val- 
ne of the article stolen. The papers at the 
time represented that Blount had been sent to 
the penitentiary for eight years for stealing a 
plank worth ten cents. The facts in the case 
are that the judge gave him the alternative of 
paying a fine or spending eight months in the 
chaingang. The governor has not taken any 
action in the matter yet. 

IsABELLA ROONEY, THE ONLY white female 
convict in the Georgia penitentiary, is a fortu- 
vate woman just now.

THE SPELMAN FIRE. 


Losses Considerably in Excess of Insurance 
—Something About the School, 


On examiniff¥ his books yesterday, Major 
Sidney Root, resident trustee for Spelman 
seminary, which suffered the loss of one of its 
buildings by fire, Friday evening, found that 
the insurance on the building. so far as he 
knew orcould discover anything about the 
matter, amounts to but $3,500 on the building ; 
on furniture, $300; piano, $200; organ, $50, 
and onthe bell $50—a total of $4,100. He 
thinks the insurance on the building was 
placed in the New York Home Mutual. 

‘The total loss sustained,’ said Major Root, 
“is about $12,000, ora net loss to the seminary 
of $7,900. All the property saved from the 
burned building will not exceed in value $100. 
There was stored in the cellars a large amount 
of provisions not insured, and a big lot of coal, 
about one hundred bushels, went along with 
the rest.’’ 

“Willi the building be replaced ?” 

“Tt will have to be, and I shall so recom- 
mend to thesociety. The school is one of the 
largest in the south, bearing on its roll 630 
students ‘and twenty-four teachers. 
It is a good _ industrial schoo]— 
the kind I believe in. There is 
no classical nonsense there, and other schools 
are beginning to copyits methods. It is an in- 
dustrial training school.

Chairman Huff and Messrs. Schofield and 
Ham Visit the Chattahoochee Camp. 

Yesterday morning Chairman Huff and 
Messrs. Schofield and Ham, of the peniten- 
tiary committee, went out to the camp of pen- 
itentiary company No. 3, known as the Ohatta- 
hoochee Brick Company camp. Captain J. W. 
English is president ofthe company, and was 
at the camp when the committee arrived. Colo- 


| nel Shubriek, assistant keeper, and Dr. Willis 


Westmoreland, penitentiary physician, accom- 
panied the three members of the committec. 
The visit was not exactly an authorized one, 
that is, the committee did not decide that the 
three gentlemen should constitute a sub-com- 
mittee to visit this particular camp, but they 
went there in an individual capacity, at the 
request of the officers of the company. It is 
doubtful if the record of this visit will be in- 


corporated in the regular report of the com- 


mittee. 

A. CONSTITUTION reporter saw Messrs. Ham 
and Huff on their return to the city’and asked 
them what impression had been made by the 
conditions of matters atthe camp. Mr. Ham 
in reply to the question said: 

“f[saw much that agreeably surprised me, 
and, on the other hand, there was much: that 
was to be condemned. So far as I could judge, 
the convicts had plenty to eat and their ap- 
pearance indicated that they did not suffer 
from any want of food. Their sleeping ar- 
rangements are not very attractive, striki 
me as being very dirty. Dr. Westmorela..uJ 
severely criticised the hospital ward, whieh 
was being used as a sort of commissary depart- 
ment, e gave orders to have it put in first- 
class order, and the lessees promised to attend 
to it. 

“The convicts had for dinner yesterday a 
rone of cornbread, meat and boiled cabbage. 

fach man’s bucket was filled and handed to 
him; it may or may not have been sufficient 
for hisappetite. Theconvicts were very dirty, 
but it was Saturday, and clean clothes are only 
issued on Sunday, and after a week’s work in 
making brick they naturally get very dirty. 
The men are the finest looking body of con- 
victs Lever saw, I repeat, there were many 
things that agreeably surprised me, and on the 
other hand many I did not like.’’ 

Mr. Huff, the chairman, said: 

“I do not think it would become me to talk 
much about the matter just now. It might be 
improper, considering the fact that the com- 
mitteeghas not decided ,upon what report it 
will make to the legislature, and I should not 
care to say anything that might be construed

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Was Henry Pope in Georgia and 
Alabama at the Same Time ? 


WAS HE IN TWO STATES AT ONE TIME? 


A Man Sentenced to Death for Rape—The 
Woman Says He is the Man—Nine Men 
Will Swear He was 100 Miles 
Away at the Times. 


Henry Pope, colored, lies in Chattooga 
county jail convicted of rape, and sentenced to 
death by the gallows on July 1. 

Grave doubts exist as to his guilt, and nine 
men, eight white and one colored aro ready 
and willing to swear that Henry Pope was in 
Alabama, one hundred miles away, on the day 
the rape was said to have been committed. It 
is this , and one or two others, that cause 
the good people of Chattooga cannty to ask the 
governor to either commute the sentence to life 
imprisonment or grant arespite until an inves- 
tigation can be had. 

ome time ago Pope was brought from Ala- 
baina fu a requisition from Governor Gor- 
don. It was stated that he was accused of the 
crime of burglary, but the application for re- 
quisition was greatly strengthened by the state- 
ment that several facts pointed to the end that 
he had been concerned in a dastardly 

ATTEMPT AT RAPE 

in Chattooga county. The Alabama executive 
honored the requisition and turned Pope over 
to the Georgia authorities, and he was con- 
ducted by them to Chattooga county. 

The point was for the woman to identify 
him as the man. Six other men were present- 
ed to her, and the sorrowful shake of the head 
conveyed far better than any verbal denial the 
fact that the man was not among them. With- 
out any warning, without any statement that 
the last man would be presented, Henry Pope 
was brought forward, and the 

CROWD WAS ELECTRIFIED 
and filled with indignation, when she cried: 

‘*That’s him!”’ 

Pope was conveyed to jail and strongly guard- 
ed until the day of trial came. He was then 
put on trial for the alleged offense. The sole 
evidence against him was the identification of 
the female, and the fact that he, the prisoner, 
could produce no evidence to the contrary, 
though he stoutly denied his guilt, and de- 
clared that he wasin Alabama at the time. 
The jury found him guilty and the judge sen- 
tenced him to be hanged on the Ist of July. 

Since the trial, many people in that part of 
Alabama in which Pope was arrested have 
written to the Chattooga authorities that a 
dreadful mistake has been made, and that if 
the hanging was allowed to take place, 

AN INNOCENT MAN WOULD DIE. 
Eight white men and one negro in Alabama 
will gts f swear that they saw Henry 
Pope on the day the crime was alleged to have 
been committed, in Alabama, one hundred 
miles from Chattooga county. One man will 
swear that he sold Pope an ax on that day, 
and that he hasa memorandum and bill of 
sale showing the transaction to have taken 
place. If these men swear truly, Henry Pope 
could not by any possibility have committed 
the crime for which he is sentenced to death. 
On one side there is the testimony of 
EIGHT RESPONSIBLE WHITE MEN 

and one negro who will swear positively to the 
man’s whereabouts, and that place {at which 
they declare they saw him is too far removed 
from the scene of the alleged crime to permit 
him to have had any connection with it. On 
the other side there is the identification of the 
mjured woman who picks him out of seven 
men as the guilty wretch. 

In human life, should not the nine outweigh 
the one? Sothe good people of Chattooga 
county think, and Governor Gordon has re- 
ceived many letters and requests asking a com- 
mutation or respite in order thatthe truth may 
be known. It is urged that the statements of 
the nine men are positive, impartial and relia- 
ble, uninfluenced by any motive save the laud- 
able one, ,

Last night Judge Maddox, who presided at 
the trial of the case, reached the city and at 
once repaired to the executive mansion and 
had an interview with the governor about the 
matter. The judge put the case in the strong- 
est possible light aad begged for a commuta- 
tion or respite so that ap investigation could be 
made. 

The governor took no action last night, but 
the probabilities are that he will issue an or- 
der on Monday staying the hanging pending 
an investigation.

A Negro Charged with Making Away with 
His Stepdaughter--Another Crime. 

Luther M. Hester, a mulatto, doing business 
as a grocer on Calhoun street, was yesterday 
arrested ona charge of seduction, which may 
develop something far more serious in point of 
criminal weight. 

The charge was preferred by his wife, while 
the woman in the case is a girl of about fifteen 
years, and the daughter of Hester’s wife by a 
former marriage. 

Mrs. Hester says that she discovered that 
her daughter was enciente some weeks ago, 
and soon thereafter, about three weeks ago, the 
girl disappeared, and she attributes the disap- 
pearance to her husband. 

It is now feared that the girl has been made 
away with. 

It was at first supposed that Hester had 
simply sent the girl away, and it has been ru- 
siotell that he was taking steps to close up his 
business, preparatory, as was supposed, to 
joining her elsewhere. 

Such was the reasonable and humane sup- 
position, but since his arrest, and be- 
fore the facets got out, his wife proposed to 
him to withdraw the complaint provided he 
would restore her daughter. This he refuses 
to do, and hence the fear that the 
girl has been made away with. It is inferred 
that he refused to do so because the girl is no 
longer living. 

The girl’s name is Mary Fuller, and her ap- 
pearance alone can keep Hester from having 
to answer to the most serious charge known to 
the criminal code. 

Hester is about thirty-five years of age, and 
is a man of considerable property.

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AN ARTIST'S FUNERAL. 


fhe Bones of Joel Hart Brought 
From Italy 


AND LAID TO REST IN KENTUCKY SOIL. 


Funeral Ceremonies at Frankfort—A Short 
Sketch of the Sculptor and His Pro- 
ductions—His Last Work, 


LexineTon, Ky., June 23.—[Special Corres- 
pondence.}—Somebody in my neighborhood 
has an old flute, and is adding to the discom- 
forts of the sultry nights by playing ‘Home, 
Sweet Home,” in a most interminable and 
lnugubrious fashion. The cadence rises and 
falis with a-coneatenated monotony that would 
drive one distracted who did not have the ca- 
pacity to extract sunbeams from cucumbers. 
I have that capacity, hence am not mad, my 


masters. 

So taking up the line of thought suggested 
by this wind-blown dirge, I am reminded that 
the bones of Joel T. Hart were given their last 
enshrinement at the cemetery of Frankfort 
last Saturday with appropriate ceremonies. 
Dying as he did, under KFalian skies, it was 
yet fitting that the last remnants of his mortal 
frame should mingle with Kentucky dust and 
be at rest forever in the state cemetery at 
Frankfort, where so many of her distinguished 
sons have been enshrined in grim silence wait- 
ing for the last blast of Gabriel in the morn of 
resurrection. Joel Hart’s bones rest near the 
grave of Daniel Booue, and it is proper that 
two pioneers of art and agriculture should 
sleep side by side. * 

Joel T. Hart was indeed a pioneer in art so 
far as Kentucky is concerned, and although he 
is not widely known, yet he ranks next to Hi- 
ram Powers among American sculptors. In 
my judgment he outranks Powers and stands 
first among the great artists of the new world. 
His ‘‘Woman Triumphant,” the last work 
which he finished before his death stands now 
in the rotunda of the court house at Lexing- 
ton, and though it only cost $5,500 it is supe- 
rior to the “Greek Slave,’”’ or any other piece 
of statuary which it was ever my good fortune 
to look upon. Yet the man who made it began 
life as a stone squarer in the quarries, and no 
doubt the first efforts of his art were very 
crude—neither square nor oblong and not such 
as the overseers of the work were authorized 
to receive. 

But he was buried on scsi | with much 

mp and ceremony. Governor Knoit presid- 
ed; Robert Burns Wilson, the poet-painter, 
delivered an address; the attorney-general, 
Watt Hardin, read a poem written by Mrs. 
Rosa Vertner Jeffrey for the occasion; Judge 
William Beckner gave a history of the sculp- 
tor’s life ; there was the usual praying and sing- 
ing and benediction ; the brass band made blat- 
ant music and the welkin rungwith the applause 
of thousands who had gathered from all over 
the state to do honor to the dead man whose 
bones had been brought from Florence to find 
rest under the blue grass and the violets of his 
old Kentucky home. 

Yet it was allamockery of Fate. There 
were men present anxious to do honor to theso 
crumbling bones, who when the dead man was 
@ poor stone mason in Clark county, would 
have thought it presumption in him 
tospeak to them onthe street. They were 
little great men in the days of his poverty and 
when his frail skeleton was laid away in con- 
secrated ground their littleness remained 
though their greatness had departed. 

And, great as was his genius, the man lived 
and died poor, which is, of itself,a grave 
crime in these days of Mammon worship; and 
so he had quite a tough time of it to get buried 
here at all. You knowa rich man can get 
buried where he chooses, with neatness and 
dispatch, and the undertaker is very prompt to 

vant him and present his bill. Buta poor 
vevil who doesn’t ownthe earth has to go to 
heaven without looking back, lest he long to 
take some care of his deserted body like Lot’s 
wife wanted to return and wash up the dishes 
in her kitchen at Sodom. 

Some years ago Joel Hart died in Florence 
Italy, where he had lived for many years be- 
fore, and his body found sepulcre in an un- 
marked grave by the Arno. Iu 1883 the legis- 
lature of Kentucky awakened to the fact that 
a great man who had honored their state had 

ssed to the silent majority. So in the early 

ays in 1884, just before the close of their ses- 
sion, they appropriated $1,200 for the purpose 
of bringing his remains back to his native 
state and giving them proper burial. To exe- 
cute this commission, the governor appointed 
his private secretary,a young man who had 
seen little of the world and cared for little of 
it, except its cakes and ale. This youth decor- 
ated himself with a spade-tail coat and sailed 
for London. From there he took the direct 
route for Florence by way of Glasgow and the 
highlands of Scotland, thence back to London, 
then to Brussells and up the 
Switzerland, and across the Alps to Rome 
and Naples. There was an epidemic of whoop- 
ing cough and measles, I remember which in 
Florence, so he went back to Paris and wrote 
to Florence to have the body taken up and 
shipped to him at New York. When he 
came to New York and waited for it. When 
the body_reached that place he put it aboard a 
train and brought it to Frankfort. He arrived 
there in the evening, had the corpse unloaded 
on the platform of the depot, and sent word to 
the governor to come and get the bones. ‘l'he 

overnor had a dinner party that night and 
fidn’t yearn for Banquo’s ghost as one of the 
guests at table. So he failed to send for the 
cadaver and the coffin remained on the | ysces 
form until next day, when it was removed by 
the governor to the receiving vault at the cem- 
etery. The young man had spent his $1200 
and had no further interest in the proceedings. 
Allof which goes to show the propriety of se- 
lecting a proper man to attond to delicate mat- 
ters of business and the utter futility of trying 
to make a silk purse out of a sow’s ear. 

Whether the remains in the coifin were 
those of Joel J. Hart or not, nobody definitely 
knows, and as the bones are dumb as an oyster 
on the subject, nobody ever.will know except 
Gabriel, who keeps a record of these things so 
that he will know how tosort the sheep and the 
zoats when the horn biows. But adead_ body 
was brought from Italy and last Saturday it 
was buried with great ceremonies. The corpse 
will never know the difference and if it hap- 
pens to be an Italian organ grinder, it will an- 
swer as a “‘good enough morgue’’ until we find 
- out better. Such is the wisdom of legislatures 
and governors. 

Joel T. Hart was born in Clark county,which 
adjoins this County, and is part of the blue 
grass region of Kentucky. He was a child of 
poverty, and from his early youth was a build- 
er of stone fences and chimneys. For years 
he worked about in Clark, and Bourbon, and 
Fayette counties, and in none of them did he 
ever seea piece of statuary more worthy of 
commendation than ahip-shotten angel or a 
mangy lamb on a tombstone. His ideas of art 
were innate and he could not help shudder at the 
deformities which passed in those days for fine 
sculpture. But he kept his way, built better 
fences and truer chimneys than anybody else. 
Much of his work is standing yet, and puts to 
shame the efforts of modern craftsmen. But 
he sought to idealize something; he was not 
content to be merely useful. Therefore he es- 
Bayed and finished a bust of Cassius M. Clay, 
the old abolition swashbuckler, who still lays 
superfluous on the stage. Like his fences and 
chimneys, his busts were better than anybody 
else could make, and this one was a genuine 
surprise. Recognizing his true calling at — 
he went to Italy some time before the war an 
remained there until his death. 

The most of his work while abroad was done 
under the pressure of necessity and therefore 
was such as could be finished quickly. In this 
state there are several busts of his make, and 
a full length statue of Henry Clay in the court- 
house at Louisville. But the two finest of his 
works are in Lexington. One of them is 
simply 2 woman’s hand done in the whitest of 
Parian marble. Small as it is, itis the ideal- 
ization of an artist’s dream and shows the great 
genius of the sculptor as much as any of his 
more pretentious efforts. Slender, tapering 
round, with delicate fingers and dimpled 
knuckles, the very marble of which it is made 
seems to be soft as snow—it is the perfect hand 
of a blue beauty; such a hand asa Ken- 


tuckian would risk his life to a and a

is the statue of a ‘Woman Triump ; 
monly called “The Triumph of ty 
represents a woman against whose- 
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her head out of his reach, while with the other 
hand she repulses the little Love God who 
leads on tip-toe for his weapon. Under her 
eet are the shattered pieces of the broken ar- 
rows. She is a virgin and retains the one 
arrow until Hymen shall give license for its 
use. 

The conception of this work is not more 
beautiful than its execution. The boy is much 
like the convential Cupid, though not gross in 
flesh and somewhat more tenderly infantile in 
the expression of his countenance. His atti- 
tude is easy and natural, as he reaches up in a 
vain effort to take the arrow, and the pleading 
of his face is so well portrayed that one can 
almost hear him speak. The woman has a 
half smileon her resolute yet beautiful face. 
She seems to know her power over even Love 
himself, but to be only intent on using it for 
her own protection. Her figure is slender, yet 
full enough to show the maturity of her young 
womanhood. Every curve of her body is the 
apepeng of grace, and every detail of os form 
$ most beautifully revealed in the snowy mar- 
ble. The whole group is an idea in stone, 
without a particle of drapery to mar its per- 
fectness. 

And while my neighbor continues to make 
night hideous with his abominable fiute, I 
think with some pleasure that the great 
sculptor’s memory has been honored at last, 
and now that his body sleeps by the side 
of Kentucky river, perhaps his spirit will 
more contentedly linger among the scenes of 
“Home, Sweet Home.’’ A Kentuckian from 
the bluegrass, like a Chinaman, always hopes 
that his bones shall rest under the old sod, and 
Joe] Hart never ceased to love and remember 
his old home. He intended his last work to be 
a tribute to Kentucky womanhood. The 
women of Kentucky. have purchased it and 
own it. Now, that he has come home to sleep 
near where it stands, his spirit will find 
little need to revisit Italy. 

This man did all that he attempted well. In 
every duty his strong conscience was supreme 
even over his genius. In his blameless life he 
was honest and just, and affectionate and true. 
What better can be said of one? Dying, he 
left nothing undone that was proper for a 
finished life.. To honor him now can do him 
no good ; but it will at least call attention of 
the young to one whom they can with 
thorough safety seek to pattern after.

AMONG THE AFRICANS. 


Bishop Taylor’s Travels in the 
Congo Free State. 


LONG JOURNEYS MADE BY WALKING. 


A Tribe Degenerating on Account of Their 
Love for the Wine of the Palm 
—Other Interesting Notes. 


Sr. Pau pE LOANDA, Angola, Africa, March 


_ 24.—[Special Correspondence.]—By this time, 


doubtless, the civilized world has heard that 
the objective point of Bishop Taylor’s original 


* enterprise has been reached. He started to 


plant mission stations between the Atlantic 
coast and the tribes in the southern part of the 
Congo free state, along the banks of the upper 
Kassai river. The chain of stations is not yet 
complete, inasmuch as many of them have been 
2:0 more than selected and are now awaiting 
the next consignment of missionaries from 
America. The selection of sites for stations 
has been conducted mainly by Dr. Harrison, 
who ascended the Kassai and some of its upper 
tributaries much in the same way that an ex- 
plorer would. This feature of the work was 
exactly like the plan pursued while the 
bishop was opening up the field 
in this country--a physician preceding him 
here selected places for the bishop to develop. 
In this way it was hoped to secure the most 
healthy localities and thus insure the perma- 
nence of the work. Dr. Harrison’s present 
resting place is Luluaburg, a thriving and re- 


markable town on the Lulus, one of the largest . 


tributaries of the Kassai. It is but one de- 
gree south of the equator and very near to the 
boundary line between the Congo free state 
and the little kpewn country of the Lundas. 
Jt is the principal town in thé Ba!zba country 
and the headquarters, therefore, of one of the 
most interesting tribes in all Africa. The ter- 
ritory of the Balubas is of considerable extent 
and includes many flourishing towns. The 
people are singularly uiet, peaceable, 
temperate and contented. They are, perhaps, 
the most sensible natives of the continent who 
have as yet had no contact with white men. 
Dr. Harrison found a ready welcome at their 
hands and Bishop Taylor and his associates 
will be waited for eagerly. The missionary 
work in this particular field is most promising, 
but the country of the Lundas and a great 
portion of that lying to the north and east 


. through which the chain of stations will be 


laid to reach Luluaburg, is wholly different. 


' Dr. Harrison found it so and the Bishop’s ex- 


perience is not likely to be less extraordinary. 


‘After passing through the many tribes of Ba- 


kongo and Bassonga, Dr. Harrison seemed to 

have reached civilization again when he set 
foot upon Baluba territory.

Was unattended by incident of any extraordi- 


mary character. The natives of that region are 


- accustoined to the sight of white men and even 


the passing of one of the small government

The Kassai proper begins, or tos more ac- 


_turately, ends about sixty miles from the 
. Congo at a point where the outlet from lake 


Leopold, the second, pours a great volume of 
water intothe stream. From there itis broad 
and easily navigable for several hundred miles, 
and receives along its course many 
jJarge tributaries. Dr. Harrison’s means of 
transportation for the most of the way was 
the one discovered originally by Adam, but at 
favorable opportunities he eased his feet by 


- hiiring natives to pole him up stream on a raft. 


This was not possible all the way, because 
there were not natives-to be hired. About two 
hundred miles from the Kwa he found a curi- 
ous people living on the south bank of the 
river. He was at that point enjoying the com- 

arative luxury of raft travel. It was tedious- 

y slow, and but, slight improvement .on the 
tramp style. The river, however, is exceeding- 
ly crooked, and the constant change of view 
kept the doctor’s mind busy. His attention to 
the people through whose country he was pass- 
ing was particularly attracted by the shabby ap- 
pearance of their dwellings. Native houses 
all over central Africa are never of such style 
as to captivate the fancy of an American ; they 
are slightly varied througout the country from 
the rough conical shape similar to the typical 
American Indian’s wigwam,to a round or 
square structure with a sloping thatched roof 
that comes down within a few feet of the 
ground. But these dwellings that the doctor 
saw were even less commodious than the poor- 
est of the wigwams. ‘They consisted of little 
more than notched sticks thrust into the 
ground with a coarse cloth stretched over 


.. their tops. Generally one side, that towards 
the sun, would have also a strip of cloth, 


memati & thereby a flimsy wall, or a rough and 
scanty heap of twigs to serve the same purpose 


' of protection from the’’sun. Not a native 


was to be seen in an upright position. 
Most of them were asleep underthe awning 
of their miserable dwellings. A few were 
sitting up and these gazed stupidly at the pass- 
ing raft, and one or two reached over to arouse 
their companions and call attention to the 
compan of a stranger inthe neighborhood. 

ut no one rose and ran to the water’s edge, as 
is generally the case when a European passes 
Dy inaraft. It was the middle of the day and 
the doctor thought that that — would ex- 
plain their lassitude, Wut when he ke to 
one of his native com ons about, fit the man 


replied : 

‘No; they are gocting over a drunk.”’ 
. This naturally interested the doctor all the 
more and he pursued his queries. 

“This tribe,’’ said the native, “is not a large 
One, and itis steadily diminishing. Once it 
‘was powerful and numerous and given to war 
and op oe But not long ago there was & 
fing of the tribe who foun t poy in the 
wine ofthe palm, no new thing eed for 
either a king or a common man to do, but with 

iim the joy was so exceeding great that he 
vished continually to be drunk and as a matter 
ffact gratified his wish without stint. For 
here are many palms all about, as you see, 
dallmen are anxious to bring that to the 
which pleases him. The king drank 

ast quantities of wine, and althongh the 
example would have been to de- 
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warriors, and finally the commonest people to 
drink'with him. And it is said, indeed, that 
they had tine times together. They began 
their drinking as the sun went down, and 
when. it was entirely set they were a long way 
towards madness. And presently, when the 
moon was wellupin the sky, a great rage 
seized them all, and they set about destruction 
of all things within their reach. In bands of 
from six to a score they roamed about the vil- 
lage knocking down fetishes, tearing 
up the cooking fireplace before 
the houses and even demolishing the houses 
themselves. And it came to pass that as the 
habit of madness grew upon the community it 
took expression chiefly in the destruction of 
the dwellings. And none were spared in the 
disaster that accompanied each night’s de- 
bauch. The king himself with wanton hand 
ave the first blow to-the postsof his own 
10use, and it was leveled to the dust. And in 
the morning all were head weary and as 
those who awoke violently from the first hour 
of sleep, they had to find shelter for themselves 
against the doubly strong rays ofthe melting 
sun. And in their desperation and repentance 
and exhaustion the best they could do was to 
erect such temporary shelter as you see there 
upon the shore. It is true that not all the 
houses were destroyed on the first great — 
when the tribe was seized with peor ae ut 
one after another they were all sacked. And 
it is further true, that with the rising 
of the sun there were many who 
felt a dee and sickly 
ance of their folly, the moreso as they saw 
one and another die under the burning rays of 
that great being which is at once our cher- 
isher and our bitterest foe. But the king was 
stern and resolute in this one thing alone, that 
all the people should deluge themselves with 
wine, and when any resisted with feeble pro- 
test he had them speedily put to death. Event- 
ually he compelled even the women jand chil- 
dren to join in the madecstacy. Some of the 
more serious men indeed fled to other tribes, 
and that @nly hastened the downfall of this 
one. For the others at once made conquest. 
The prowess of this tribe was not 
so easily weakened by drunkenness 
that they yielded with no ~~ 
On the contrary they roused rom 
their torpor and fought many hard fights, but 
were steadily beaten, and when finally the 
men of Wambango, to which town we shall 
come in a few days, overcame the remnant of 
brave and capable men in this tribe, they had 
such respect for the ancient reputation of the 
people that they deemed it advisable instead 
of putting the king to death to appoint him 
nominal ruler over his old district, ing that 
he would continue in his habits and thus Keep 
his people from regaining their old time prow- 
ess. And such was the result. To this day 
the’ kin drains the palm _ trees. of 
their juices to make wine, and his com- 
anions have sunk to the lowest depths of 
aseness and continual .destruction of all 
things useful to themselves is instituted. One 
by one they rapidly die and in afew years 
they will cease to exist.’’ 
he doctor was much impressed with this 
story of a national decay through intoxication, 
and expressed a wish that he might see the 
people at their orgies. It was easily accom- 
plished, the native said, and not long after 
they moored the raft for the night at the 
—, village of the doomed tribe. The 
octor sent word of his arrival to the king, 
and waited for acommand to approach the 
royal presence. It was long beforeit came, 
but finally, about half past five, a messenger 
came to the raft ae a gourd of wine as 
an offering, and saying that presently the king 
would receive the white man. A little later 
Dr. Harrison went up the bank and approach- 
ed the hut, hardly distinguished from the 
squalor of the others in the village, where the 
king sat. He was a stupid, cruel looking Afri- 
can, sitting on alog under his awning ve 
drunk. The doctor made profound salaams an 
addressed him throuh an interpreter with a 
friendly greeting. 

“Good,”’ grunted the king; ‘‘but has the 
white man drunk my wine?” 

“Oh, king,’’ responded the doctor, “‘the 
white man drinks no wine of any kind. Be 
pleased, therefore, to accept his friendship as 
<4 the more kindly while he uses not your 
gift.°’ 

The —s was vastly displeascd and flew into 
a rage. é insisted that all men in his coun- 
try knew the taste of wine and its pleasures, 
and no one was a true friend of the land who 
rejected its choicest fruit. And when the 
doctor still refused to drink the king rose to 
his feet unsteadily, staggered to a post of his 
hut, and leaning heavily upon it, called out in 
loud, but broken tones, that the stranger 
should be instantly put to{death. The inter- 
preter who understood the command did not 
wait to translate it, but picked the doctor u 
in his arms and ran with him to the river, fol- 
lowed by other natives who were serving as the 
white man’s crew. It was an easy retreat, for 
so steeped in wine were the king’s attendants 
that they could make buta stupid pursuit. 
Once on the raft it was pushed out into mid- 
stream beyond the reach of missiles and there 
anchored. From that point of observation the 
doctor saw the orgy of the evening. The peo- 
ple had been roused from their torpor by the 
excitement of the visit and flight and flocked 
about the king’s hut. Great measures of wine 
were produced which they drank with ardor. 
And as it worked upon them they broke out 
into howls which might be meant for baccha- 
nalian songs. There is no song in the world, 

the way, which is more widely known than 
**We won't go home until morning,’”’ and when 
the doctor grimly remarked that he ne 
the natives were singing a translaticn of it, his 
chief guide responded gravely: 

‘“‘Aye, but when the morning comes they 
will have no homes to go to.”’

But ere this 
time occurred, for the tribe was at peace, 
having conquered the depraved drunk- 
ards of the tribe down the 
river, one of the high chiefs and a favorite of 
the king brought gifts and laid them before the 
king’s house in token of his suit for Fwalla. 
The girl of course was not consulted at all in 
the matter and the king told the chief that his 
suit would a be favorably considered ; 
for although little time is wasted in Africa in 
pores for a wedding, the king never moves 

astily as it would not comport well with his 
dignity. Now Mbando having heard of the 
gifts brought the chief was sorely troubled, for 
all his possessions would not equal 
the preliminary offering made by his power- 
ful rival. But he knew that the girl was 
desirous of him for her husband and he was ac- 
cordingly moved to the “ngong desperation. 
He roamed abroad at night and going to the 
place of a chief several miles distant, genes 
out from his aheop and goats and cattle the 
finest of each and in the morning returned and 
drove them to the door of the king’s house. It 
made the king to open his eyes wide with won- 
der and he was mightily pleased. He knew 
not of the theft and accepted the gifts gladly 
and declared that both suiters stood so well in 
his eyes that he knew not which one to chose, 
This but stirred more deeply the young Mban- 
do’s wild hope, and that night after eating his 
supper the chief, Mbando’s rival, died in hor- 
rible agony. The king was grieved and sus- 
picious. Mbando had hoped that he would at 
once give F walla to the surviving suitor before 
the theft should be discovered, but the king 
was wiser than that. He proclaimed that the 
chief had been poisoned, which was, indeed, 
the case, and that the murderer should be in- 
stantly beheaded when caught. This meant 
that all men in the tribe were in danger, for at 
least one would have to die to expiate the 
crime. And while they were yet in anxiety 
the chief from a distance came to the king to 
complain of the theft, and when the king qui- 
etly showed him the royal herds of 
beasts the chief at once recog- 
nized several of his animals. He 
knew not what to say for fear of offending the 
king, but the king relieved him at once by 
saying that that was clear evidence that the 
theft had been committed by the murderer of 
the suitor chief.

e guide had scarcely finished his story 
when a shout arose from the people who re- 
mained about the place of the execution 
watching the body dangling in the air. A girl 
was seen running across the ground toward 
the river. She had come from the king’s 
house. 

“Itis Fwalla!’’ was the general cry, and 
hundreds set out in pursuit. But she had a 
long lead on them and rapidly approached the 
river bank. She made straight for a tree that 
overhung the water, and having come to it 
climbed upon its trunk with astonishing agili- 
ty. Before the crowd of pursuers had reached 
the spot she had attained the middle branches 
and was away out on one that hung the far- 
thest over the water. Another instant and she 
had —- ed from it and her body disappeared 
in the tide. When the natives arrived at the 
bank some of them jumped in after her, but 
the current was too strong andit bore the 
re. a of the heartbroken Fwalla 
quickly beyond all hope of rescue.

aldon, a prominent mining engineer of North 
lina, who is in the city, and asked h 
opinion upon the mine. 
\ 7 have made frequent examinations of that 
gnine, and the talc which comes from it,’’ he 
gaid, “and I have no hesitancy in saying that 
the mine is, so far as I know, the finest in the 
country. We have some talc which hasa 
greenish hue; but this is pure white, and is 
certainly of very superior quality. Then, too, 
one advantage which these people have lies in 
the accessibility of the mine. The Notley 
river runs right through that region of coun- 
try, right by the mine, in fact, and furnishes 
abundant facilities in the way of water power.”’ 
. “How is the tale found?” 
' Tale lies in layers like any other minerals. 
These layers or veins vary in thickness from 
eight or ten feet to fifty and sixty and even 
more. The Singleton mine—the one owned 
by these Atlanta gentlemen—is a very fine one, 
and the supply of talc seems inexhaustible.”’ 

‘In the works upon mineralogy, this sub- 
stance is known as ‘pyrophyllite agalmatolite 
in part.’ It is near tale in crystalization, 
cleavage, its occurrence,in fine-grained,massive 
forms; its greasy feel, its white to my green 
colors, varying to yellowish; its feeble degree 
of hardness.

This powder has a greasy, 
soapy feel, whence the name soapstone has been 
applied to the mineral. These qualities, it is evi- 
flent, render it suitable for diminishing triction,and 
when ground it is largely used as a lubricant on the 
beari of heavy wheels, where the friction 
is , lubricating and at the same time by its ex- 
ent non-conducting powers preventing over- 
heating. The various other uses to which it may be 
put, both small and great, are almost numberless. It

“It is ramored, Mr. Emery, that you intend 
applying to the next legislature for a charter 
for a new ce company. Is it to be lo- 
cated in Atlanta, and what kind of business 
will it undertake ?”’ 

“Yes, I will apply to the legislature that 
convenes in July fora fire insurance charter. 
Atlanta will be its home. This I have deter- 
mined upon for various reasens. On account 
of the well known enterprise of its business 
men. Abroad itis said that an Atlanta enter- 

rise is synonymous with success. Then At- 

anta has but one home company where she 
should have at least a half dozen. Again, I 
have selected Atlanta on account of its bein 
a central point for southern business, a rail 
center, and, therefore, a good location fora 
company that desires to do an agency business 
in the southern states. This fact is evidenced 
by there being more general agencies of Eng- 
lish and American companies in Atlanta than 
in any six cities in the south. She is to the 
south what Chicago is to the west in the insur- 
ance business.’’
